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SCHOOL REPORT. 


To tHE CrrizENs oF GoFFSTOWN: 


In pursuance of custom, and compliance with the requirements 
of law, we submit the following report : 

Your committee have performed the duties imposed upon them 
by the existing statute so far as to examine the teachers, visit the 
several schools, and give such advice as seemed likely to be of 
benefit. These are not all the usual duties of a school committec ; 
but all, that stand approved at that bar of public opinion to which 
law itself bows in deference. 

We have been tried with some abuses prevalent in the schools ; 
but have only remonstrated against their tolerance, fearing that 
‘their removal would result in greater evil than their endurance. _ 

The history of the school- year is unmarred by the record of any 
trying cases of discipline; no necessity has arisen for the dismis- 
sion of a teacher or the expulsion of a pupil from school. The 
selection of teachers has been generally fortunate, and we think 
the expenditure of the school money has been attended with 
results as great, as can be expected under existing circumstances. 


THE FUTURE. 


We hope for the speedy coming of a time when parents will 
consider the education of their children a matter of the first im- 
portance, and all the appliances used to secure so important re- 
sults, worthy of their personal attention; then the fact must 
become apparent to you, that your schools are not accomplishing 
all the good they might. 


SUGGESTIONS. 


All secretarian and partizan feelings should be laid aside in 
matters pertaining to your schools, and the one object of a good

- school be sought alike by all. ‘Ihe effect of divisions, is to create 


prejudices that are carried into the school room to exert a baneful 
influence. In nine cases out of ten, a teacher prejudged-and con- 
demned because he was hired by a partizan enemy, is a teacher 
ruined. 

Prudential committees should be chosen who will select teachers 
with reference to their fitness, their efficiency and aptness to teach, 
and otherwise do all they. can to promote the interests of the 
school. 

Character in a teacher is a matter of no small account. The 
pernicious .example of an immoral teacher may effect lasting in- 
jury upon youthful minds, and more than neutralize the good that 


“flows from the lavish use of the best gifts. 


Whatever may be thought of the indulgence in certain amuse- 
ments common among the young, it is certain, that pupils will de- 
vote to them sufficient attention without the fostering of such 
tastes by the teacher, who is employed for a different purpose. 

During our brief terms of school, the minds of pupils should be 
kept free as possible from every thing that hinders study. A 
preoccupied mind is in poor condition to bend its energies to the 
acquisition of knowledge. The advantages to flow from a good 
education are so great as to make manifiest the importance of a 
diligent improvement of the brief opportunities afforded. 


TEACHERS’ REGISTERS. 


Teachers’ registers have been returned with the blanks more 
correctly filled than in some former years, but there is still room 
for improvement. Judging from the appearance of some, we 
should say, that composition is not the teachers forte, and that 
punctuation had been left to the reader’s discretion. 


In the accompanying reports of the several schools, we have 
not told all that we might, either good or otherwise, but such facts 
as seemed worthy of publicity. 


Summer terms reported by Arvin Hapiey, winter terms by 
W. H. Earon. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. Village, South Side. 


Summer, Term, Miss Jutra A, Assottr, Teacher. — This 
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school enjoyed the two-fold advantage of having an experienced 
and thorough teacher, and a long term. ‘The examination occur- 
red on the day of the great rain of last August, and but few visi- 
tors were present. ‘The exercises were so interesting in character 
and so well conducted, it was a matter of regret with us that so 
few could witness them. We find appropriate remarks in the 
register, relating to the school room, irregularity of attendance, 
and the importance of parents making frequent visits to the 
school. 

Winter Term. Mr. Cuarirs C. Pixn, Teacher. — This is the 
largest and most advanced school in town, furnishing a task suf- 
ficiently great to tax severely the powers of any teacher. Mr. 
Pike seems to have comprehended the situation and pursued a 
judicious course. ‘The school made a creditable appearance and 
furnished evidences of advancement. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. Mountain. 


Winter Term. Miss A. E. Apams, Teacher.— We tound here 
a teacher wide awake and earnest, the school quiet and orderly, 
and prompt to answer questions proposed. Considerable im- 
provement was made. Rhetorical exercises received attention. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. Shirley Hill. ‘ 
Summer Term. Mss Frorence E. Cram, Teacher. — This 


was Miss Cram’s first experience in teaching. ‘The term was the 
longest of any in town during the year, the time was well im- 
proved, and a good work was accomplished. In small schools 
like this, there is not so much competition in study as is usually 
found in larger ones. 

Winter Term. Muss Irenr S. Brpwett, Teacher.—We found 
this school enlarged in numbers, with a corresponding increase of 
interest. This school usually appears well, and the past term 
was no exception to the general rule. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. Kennedy Hill. 


Summer and Winter Zerms. Miss N. AMANDA WyMan, 
Teacher. — A small school, but composed of studious and agreea- 
ble scholars who are laboring to establish a reputation, honorable 
to themselves and the district. The proficiency of a few pupils 


in history is truly remarkable. Judging from teachers’ reports, 
the school here is seldom made a secondary matter; a feature 
really essential in securing all that prosperity which is desirable. 
The last was the third successive term taught by Miss W. in this 
place, which is a decided advantage when teacher, parents and 
scholars are united in the work. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. Mast Road. 


Summer Term. Miss Rosatrnp Porrer, Teacher. — Miss 
Porter is a teacher of considerable ,experience, thorough in in- 
struction and strict in government. Singing, recitations, decla- 
mations and compositions, combined with the regular exercises of 
the school, made the closing examination a pleasant and interest- 
ing occasion. Considerable taste was displayed in decorating the 
school room. 

Winter Term. Miss Ssran EK. Trene, Teacher. — We know 
of no district in town, where parents manifest more interest of the 
right kind in their school. As might be expected, they seldom 
have a poor school—certainly they did not the past winter, for the 
appearance of the school showed it a decided success. Of this 
general commendation the teacher deserves a full share. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. Centre, South Side. 


Summer Term. Miss A. Jostz Crocxrerr, Teacher. — This 
school is small, but not so agreeable in character as is desirable. 
Miss Crockett here made a beginning, and her success may well en- 
courage her to future efforts at teaching. Improvement was made 
in the appearance of the school, as the result of the diligent and 
and devoted labors of the teacher. 

Winter Term. Miss Emma J. Gricurist, Teacher.—Miss G’s 
patient labors were followed by results as great as ought to be ex- 
pected under existing circumstances. Ina more promising field, 
we know of no reason why this teacher may not secure greater re- 
sults with less painstaking. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. Hast. 


Summer Term. Miss Mary A. Stearns, Teacher.—Basing our 
opinion upon appearances during our visits, this school was not 
characterized by all the requisites necessary to make it a complete 


ty. 
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success. It was the teacher’s second term in her own district. 
We give her full credit for an honest endeavor. Some changes 
have been made by way of improving the old school-house, but the 
ene most needed seems to pass unregarded; we refer to comforta- 
ble seats for the pupils. 

Winter Term. Mr. Davip N. Purney, Teacher.—Mr. Putnéy 
is, we believe, the youngest member of a family somewhat noted 
as successful teachers, and he bids fair to prove himself a ‘‘ chip 
of the old block.’”’ The general appearance of the school was 
very good. ‘The advance made by the first class in Grammar 
exceeded that of any similar class in town. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. Tebbett’s Hill. 


Summer Term. Miss Martanne Waiter, Teacher. — Miss’ 
Waite fully maintained her established reputation of a successful 
teacher. We attribute her success to the earnestness and devot- 
edness with which she labors. Improvement in deportment was 
manifest, and the progress in studies was indeed creditable. 

Winter Term. Mr. Frank S. Drarsorn, Teacher. — Good 
order and thoroughness in study were characteristics of this 
school, yet at the close we found many vacant seats. What was 
the cause? sickness but partially accounts for the long list of ab- 
sences:—A teacher may be unjust, but the rod is more frequently 
a terror to evil doers ;—a teacher may punish with undue severity, 
but for this there is a better remedy, than the removal of the pupil 
from his much needed school privileges. 


DISTRICT NO .9. Centre, North Side. 


Summer Term. Miss Marrica R. BurrerFiretp, Teacher. — 
Miss B. is a teacher of some experience and well adapted to the 
work. She presided over a large number of scholars, many of 
them small. ‘The term was harmonious and prosperous: This 
school has recently been subjected to one of those occasional 
changes, when a number of large scholars retire making a marked 
difference in its appearance and character. 

Winter Term. Mr. Cranes H. Suepp, Teacher.—Mr. Shedd 
is a gentleman and a scholar. He discharged his duties faithfully 
and fair improvement was made. For some reason, the scholars 
in this district never make rapid progress. <A foolish practice of 
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speaking low injured the appearance of the school at the examin- 
ation, as it has often done before.’ A good number of spectators 
witnessed the closing exercises of the term. . 


DISTRICT NO. 10. Pattee Hill. 


Summer Term. Miss Lizztz Sarcent, Teacher.— This was 
Miss Sargent’s third successive summer term in this district. 
Harmony of feeling existed as heretofore, and a pleasant and prof- 
itable term was the result. These studious and efficient scholars 
deserve a more convenient and comfortable school-room, and we 
deem it unjust for the people of the district to require as much of + 
their school and teacher, as they reasonably might if differently

situated. ) 

Winter Term. Mr. Anvin Hapury, Teacher. —If the citi- 
zens of this district do not manifest their desire for a good school 
in some ways, they do in the selection of experienced teachers. 
Mr. Hadley understands the wants of this school and adapts him- 
self thereto. In the power of making a practical application of 
principles learned, and ability to give ‘‘whys and wherefores,”’ 
this school is the first in town. 


DISTRICT NO. 11. Parker’s. ? 


Summer Term. Miss JENNtE E. Harr, Teacher.—The closing 
exercises of the term were interesting in character and such as 
can only be secured by application to study and thoroughness in 
teaching. There was life in recitation and unusual promptness 
when questioned by the committee. It was the teacher's aim to 
discharge every duty and be useful in her vocation. 

Winter Term. Mr. A. C. Poor, Teacher. This was a profita- 
ble term, and Mr. Poor developed a decided talent for his new 
business, which will secure him an honorable place among the best 
teachers should he make teaching his profession. 


DISTRICT NO. 12. Paige’s. 


Summer and Winter Terms. Miss Mary E, Sarcunt, Teach- y 
er.-Miss Sargent made a beginning in the old school-house where i 
a large portion of her own school days were spent. Entering up- 
on the work with engagedness herself, an interest was maintained 
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among the pupils throughout each term, and both were pleasant 
and successful. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. Village, North Side. 


Summer Term. Miss L. Arvitita Curtricr, Teacher. — Dur- 
ing our visits the school appeared well and gave evidence of being 
a profitable term. Great advancement cannot reasonably be ex- 
pected in so large a school, during a term of six weeks. The 
teacher enjoyed the good will of the scholars, and the confidence 
of the parents. 

Winter Term. Miss E. Eva Pirer, Teacher.— Miss Piper is 
a well educated teacher of considerable experience. Under her 
direction the pupils apparently tried to do their best, and peace 
and harmony prevailed. We wish this district more as profitable 
terms. 


DISTRICT NO. 14. Plumer’s. 


Winter Term. Miss JeEnNizr EK. Harv, Teacher. — Miss Hart's 
second term here, and not one term too many; for she is a very 
efficient teacher and well adapted to this school, which ranks the 
second in town in scholarship, and needs a teacher who has her 
wits always about her. MRecitations, declamations and composi- 
tions added to the interest of the examination. 


DISTRICT NO. 15. Dow’s. 


Summer Term. Miss Evia J. Merrrir, Teacher.—Miss Mer- 
rill, by kindness to her pupils, and interest in their welfare, gain- 
ed their good will, and success attended her labors. The fact that 
the school was lengthened by subscription, speaks more to the 
credit of the teacher than any commendation we can present. 

Winter Term. Miss Lorenpa L. Werxsrer, Teacher. — An 
orderly, quiet school, but on account of diffidence or prejudice on 
the part of the pupils, we found it hard to ascertain what improve- 
ment had been made. 

Miss W. says in her report: ‘‘This term of school has been a 
pleasant one to me, and, I trust, of some profit to the scholars. 
« # % * ‘They have manifested a strong desire to learn, come 
bined with a willingness to obey the rules of the school.” 
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
